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Continuation of 3: The amendment to claims 5 and 14 raise new issues that require further consideration. Applicant has amended claims 5 
and 14 to read on a method of increasing expression of 15-lipoxygenase 2 in ocular epithelium of a postmenopausal patinet suffereing 
from dry eye. It is noted that breadth of instant claims have been altered from a method of treating a dry eye condition to a method of 
increasing expression of 15-LO 2 and 15-L01 . This altered scope requires new consideration for rejection which was previously not 
considered. The amendments with this new limitation alters the scope of amended claims 5-22 and therefore requires new search and 
consideration. 

Continuation of 1 1 : The Examiner maintains the rejection of claims 5-22 for the reasons of record. Applicant arguments filed on 2/05/2007 
have been fully considered but they are not fully persuasive. Applicants rebut the rejection of the claims under 35 USC 112, first 
paragraph, in the reply filed 5/16/2007. Applicants arguments based on the proposed amendments are not persuasive, because the 
claims have not been entered. Claims 5-22 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject matter which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention for the reasons of record. 

Claims 5-22 remain provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of claims 1-22 of copending 
Application No. 10/539,093 for the reasons of record. This is a provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not 
in fact been patented.
